SSR,  and  over  200  representatives  from  scientific-technical  committees 
and  eovnarkhozes  of  the  Baltic  republics 9 

$.  On  23  November,  an  official  meeting  was  held  in  Riga  by  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  by  scientific  and  cultural  institutions  and 
organizations  of  other  republics,  dedicated  to  the  l^Oth  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  Charles  Darwin  and  the  100th  anniversary  since  the 
publication  of  his  noted  work,  "Origin  of  Species." 

6.  From  10  to  12  December,  a  scientific  conference  was  held 
in  Riga  by  the  All-Union  Scientific  Council  established  under  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  Latvian  SSR,  concerning  the  production  of  fur- 
furol  and  its  use  in  the  chemical  industry.
